With all the concern be- 
ing felt about inflation and the 
possible recession that might 
result from its reversal, Cal- 
ifornia came up with some 
good news recently. 

Our state is more recession 
proof than most others, and 
has a very good chance of do- 
ing better economically next 
year than the rest of the na- 
tion. 

That’s the encouraging mes- 
sage of Harold Buma, man- 
ager of the economics research 
department of Wells Fargo 
Bank, San Francisco. Speak- 
ing before a group of Bay 
Area financial writers, Buma 
founded his hopeful predic- 
tion on the fact that Califor- 
nia is less dependent than 
most others on heavy indus- 
try. He pointed out that 
whereas 23 percent of the 
state’s economy falls in this 
category, the national per- 
centage is 33. We are more in- 
volved in food processing, ser- 
vice, and light industry, as 
well as finance. : 

Comes a recession, Buma 
said, and the purchases of 
durable goods can be more 
easily deferred than those of 
food, clothing and. services. 
This puts the heavier impact 
in the heavy industry areas. 

Not that it’s much comfort 
for heavy industry. But at 
least for the state’s economy 
as'a whole it is good news.

In Letter To Lindsay, Delano 
Mayor Cliff Loader Requests 
Mayor “’To See Total Problem” 


Delano Mayor Dr. Clifford Loader, presently atten- 
ding a National League of Cities convention in San 
Diego (he is the president of the California League 
of Cities), could not be in Delano today when New 
York City Mayor John V. Lindsay was scheduled to 
fly in this morning. 

‘Before leaving Delano for San Diego, Mayor Loader 
left a letter with Delano Police ChiefJim Ailes to be 
handed. to Lindsay ashe arrived in Delano this 
morning. 

In that letter Loader asked Lindsay to look deeply 
into the grape dispute ‘‘to see the total problem.’ 
Saying that ‘‘there are no simple solutions to this 
massive American problem, ’’ Loader called for 
‘‘well-reasoned National legislation’’ to help solve 
labor problems here. 

The full text of Loader’s letter to Lindsay follows: 


‘‘The Honorable John Lindsay 
Mayor of the City of New York 


Dear Mayor Lindsay: 

‘As Mayor of the City of Delano, I wish to welcome 
you to our city. It isagreat honor to have you come 
to Delano to see our city and observe the labor issue 
here. Iam sorry that I cannot be here in person to 
meet you, but lam inSan Diego attending the National 
League of Cities meeting and as the chief California 
delegate, I am required to attend all sessions. I hope 
I shall have the pleasure of meeting youin San Diego 
and getting your opinions about the Agricultural pro- 
blems that face our nation. 


“I know your time is limited and we are honored 
that you take your valuable time, but hope time will 
allow you to see the total problem, The labor needs 
have been well covered in the news media and the 
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Union organizing committee has called attention to 
those needs, but there is alsothe problem of the far- 
mers being caught in the cost-price squeeze that is 
rendering farming as a depressed entity. The small 
farmers are gone and the middle-sized farmers are 
going. The Delano area is a microcosm of Agri- 
culture generally,

Still on Top 


Although California should 
reach the 20 million mark in 
population by next April, it’s 
taking us just a little longer 
to make it than had been an- 
ticipated. 

According to the State Fi- 
nance Department, migration 
to our state during the fiscal 
year ending last June 30 was 


- only 105,000, lowest since 


1948. We did, however, raise 
the population by 1.5 percent, 
to an estimated total of 19,- 
856,000. 

Mono County was the 
state’s growth leader, percent- 
age-wise. It zoomed from 4500 
to 5200 for a 15.6 percent gain. 

The eight Southern Califor- 
nia counties gained 1 percent, 
to reach 58.4 percent of the 
state’s population. The San 
Francisco Bay Area held 
steady at about 23 percent.

Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Clarence D. Palmby, 
in which he announced the new 
American agricultural foreign 
policy. In that speech, the

U.S. and other developed 
countries could not be expected 
“to curtail inputs to efficient 
sectors of agriculture in order to 
permit other countries to 
expand their output.” 

Palmby said, “In the USS. 
view, the world needs the output 
of the areas - wherever they are - 
that can produce most 
efficiently. Only in this way can 
adequate supplies of food and 
fiber be made available to 
increasing populations. 

“Many of the high-income 
nations are efficient producers 
of the food and fiber that the 
entire world wants and needs. 
This is true of séveral major 
commodities produced in the 
U.S. As an advocate of liberal 
trade, the U.S. wants to export 
the production in excess of 
domestic needs that its efficient 
agriculture has made possible.” 
' Assistant Secretary Palmby 
continued, “Secretary Hardin 
has recently told members of 
our Congress that we must avoid 
giving our overseas competitors 
the idea that they can expand 
production without limits, while 
the U.S. carries, by itself, the 
whole burden of acreage 
limitation, We cannot concede 
the total market growth to our 
competition. The U.S. feels that 
the burden of supply adjustment 
should not be borne by one 
country alone.” 

Although Mathias admitted 
that the developing countries 
could suffer from the new 
American policy, he strongly 
believes that “our first priority 
should be to our own farmers 


‘and to the economic stability of 


our own country.” 

The Food and Agriculture 
organization is an autonomous 
specialized agency of the United 
Nations, with a membership of 
117 countries. Purpose of FAO, 
as set forth in the preamble of 
its constitution, is “raising levels 
of nutrition and standards of 
living of the peoples under their 
respective jurisdictions, securing 
improvements in the efficiency 
of the production and

The Clemmie Gill school is 
named for the donor of the land. 

The school is an outgrowth of 
a pilot program carried on in the 
1950’s and is concerned with 
teaching students about botany, 
biology, meteorology, geology, 
astronomy, forestry, and wise 
use of America’s natural 
resources, all in an ideal natural 
setting. 

The SCICON campus, which 
is owned by the Tulare County 
Education department, is a 
resource area of fields, streams, 
woods, plants, flowers, birds, 
and animals. 

SCICON has a_ permanent 
staff - Polly Ash, principal; 
Charles Rich, director of science 
and conservation for the Tulare 
County Schools office; Shirley 
Sayre, assistant site manager; 
Roy Hartley, maintenance 
supervisor; Jessie Wilson, head | 
cook; and Lorraine Worden and 
Stella Phillips, assistant cooks. 

In addition, there are eight 
interns - six young men and two 
young women, all college 
students who are interested in 
conservation education. Their 
usual stay is for one year during 
which they rotate through all 
the various positions involved in 
running SCICON. They receive 
their board and room, plus a 
student stipend. 

During the time that the sixth 
graders are spending their week 
there, they are accompanied by 
counselors - high school juniors 
and seniors, who live in the 
cabins with the students and 
share in a number of. other 
responsibilities. 

Augmenting the staff at 
SCICON also are a number of 
interpreters - resource personnel. 
Among these serving the school 
in this capacity at the present

time are Hildor Barton, Mr. and 
Mrs. Floyd Brown, and Mr. and 
Mrs. Merrill Goudie. 

A’ special consultant, who 
conducts seminars in astronomy 
and teaches the interns how to 
use the observatory, is Arthur 
Pucell of Tulare. 

The week at SCICON is 
designed to help each student 
develop a scientific attitude, 
methods of research and the 
importance of our natural 
resources and their relationship 
to our lives. 

They also learn to study and 
work together, to share in an 
exciting learning experience and 
to appreciate the beauty of the 
out-of-doors, Bonds said. 
Educators feel students at the 
sixth grade level can profit most 
from such a learning experience. 

In addition to this 
experience, students at. SCICON 
learn basic safety rules, the 
necessity for each group to leave 
an eating area ready and clean, 
to be observant, to listen, and 
not to collect any specimen 
without express permission. 

Field trips at the facility are 
carefully planned, all activities 
discussed and every possible 
safeguard taken. 

Bonds continued that the 
week at SCICON is carefully 
planned by each teacher, there is 
much discussion ahead of the 
actual week there and film strips 
showing activities there are 
shown. Students are always 
alerted to take warm clothing 
for the cool nights. 

Following their week at 
SCICON, students have 
follow-up assignments, which 
will enable them to use the new 
skills and knowledge gained. 

Bonds says that. SCICON 
should really be thought of as 
“teaching in a ‘field laboratory,’ 


not as a ‘camp-out.’ Although — 
SCICON is a far departure from — 
the traditional classroom, it is 
still, first and last, an 
educational program.” 

The site for the Porterville 
building is being brought to 
grade and construction and is 
expected to start soon, with the 
88x32 feet (overall) building to 
be completed in about six 
months. 

Location of the structure is 
above John Muir lodge and 
about 100 feet beyond the 
newly constructed bath and 
shower house. 

The building is being started 
with $7,800, which the 
Porterville SCICON committee 
voted to give to the 
Administrative committee for 
this purpose. The money has 
been raised over the past several 
years here and. was first intended 
to be used for a library for the: 
mountain campus. 

Plans call for the Porterville 
building to have three rooms; 
two of which will be used 
temporarily as sleeping quarters. 
Ultimate use, however, will be 
for conferences, library and 
seminars.

This is what a group of sheep farmers noted when they 
went on a “turnip feeding” tour, led by Ben A. Newell, Marion 


County extension agent. 


The Ranch Rambler went along as far as the Roland Croziar: 
farm—twe miles west of Suver—and several miles south of 
Monmouth in the old Camp Adair area—we got so intrigued 
at what we saw here we never did finish the tour which took 
the group to other farms and turnip fields, 


Turnip fields are comparatively new “pasture” for sheep— 
but it seems to be proving good. Most of the farmers who've 
tried it this year plan to plant again next year—and with a 


bit larger acreage, 


One acre takes care of 100 ewes for supplemental feed. 
This acre produced 30 tons of feed, Roland told us. 


Some 8 to 12 ounces of seed are planted to the acre. Wil- 
lamette Valley farmers first became interested in these tur- 
rips as livestock feed on a trip to’ New Zealand a year ago—
